FINAL RESULTS OF CEREAL AND HAY HARVEST, 1937-38. 


WHEAT 1937-38 -- 43,404,263 Bush. Aver. per acre 13.73 Bush. 
WHEAT 1936-37 “= 28,714,653 Bush. Aver. per acre 9.39 Bush. 

There are still a few minor Wheat Districts where the completion 
of the collection has been delayed and a number of odd returns from 
[22ers in Oulsr Districts outstanding, but, rather than further delay 
the final results, a safe estimate has been made for all these and hence 
the totals now submitted may be accepted subject to slight alteration. 


i. SURVEY OF CONDITIONS, &C. IinCwoase Tonorks cor thie: Ofivucral Decenu= 
ber Horceasct were furnished prior to the December rains and gave a base 
total yield of approximately 42,000,000 busmels. The general impression 
received at the time was that the heavy rains had caused considerable 
damage and, after various conSultations, the base estimate was reduced 
and published as 46,000,000 bushels. Later reports indicated that the 
damage done was not so serious as was at first thought and the crops 
Sonera proved Lo be much better than expected, the total yeeld as per 
actual returns now received being 43,403,263 bushels. The same remarks 
apply to other cereals, the barley yield being 8,401,525 bushels compared 
with the published estimate of 6,/00,000 bushels and oats 2,994,850 
bushels compared with 2,600,000 bushels. 

The Wheat Yield is the third highest on record, while the 
Barley crop exceeded the previous record by approximately 2,000,900 
bushels and the Oats crop was a record by over 500,000 bushels.

ACREAGE - The grand total acreage sown to Wheat, Barley and 
Oats for all purposes was 4,546,719 (4,412,088) acres, an increase on the 
previous year of 134,631 acres.
